A civic committee to push the 
slum clearance and urban re- 
habilitation program, including 
$50,000,000 in middle-income and 
upper-income housing adjoining 
the downtown district, will be es- 
tablished next Monday, with the 


intention of immediate action. 
This was the outgrowth of an 
enthusiastic meeting of civic lead- 
ers under auspices of Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst at City Hall yes- 
terday. Their response was 


stronger than advocates of the 
housing and slum clearance had 
hoped for, as speakers unanimous- 
ly offered support for the move- 
ment. 

Mayor Darst will confer on 
Monday with Arthur A. Blumeyer 
in selecting the new committee, 
which will be a small or “work- 
ing” group. The mayor told yes- 
terday’s gathering he was desig- 
nating Blumeyer as his special 
representative “to develop a 
course of action.” Blumeyer is 
chairman of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority, the city’s official 
housing and slum_ clearance 
agency, and president of the In- 

ustrial Bank.

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'NEW ELECTRICAL WORKERS? 
UNION IS BARRED BY COURT 
FROM USE OF INITIALS “UE 


PHILADELPHIA, 
Dec. 10 (AP), 


HE CIO’s new Electrical 

Workers’ Union was fre- 

strained by court order yes- 
terday from using the initials 
“UE” to identify itself. 

United States District Judge 
Guy K. Bard granted the pre- 
liminary injunction sought by 
Albert E. Fitzgerald, president 
of the United Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union kicked out of the 
CIO. 

The old union brands itself 
with the “UE” initials. 

In its place, the CIO organ- 
ized the International Union of 
Electrical Workers and called 
itself the “IUE.” 

That’s perfectly okay, Judge 
Bard ruled. Fitzgerald had 
sought to bar that tag also. 

In an opinion the jurist said 
there is no evidence that IUE 
has “in any way attempted to 
infringe upon or compete un- 
fairly with United (UE) by us- 
ing or claiming the use of any 
insignia or labels belonging to 
United.” 

Named defendant in the 
court action was Harry, Block, 
Philadelphia president of the 
CIO’s new electrical workers’ 
union.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 10— 
With the aid of four not needed 
Republican votes in the Senate, 
Gov. Smith late yesterday pushed 
through to passage his resolution 
to avoid the political dangers of 
a referendum vote on his gasoline 
tax increase bill at the next gen- 
eral election. The resolution pro- 
vides that the vote shall be taken 
at a special election April 4. 

The 19 Democratic Senators 
were solid in support of the reso- 
lution, which was recognized as 
political to keep a tax increase 
sponsored by the Democratic Gov- 
ernor and Democratic state ad- 
ministration from being voted on 


‘at an election in which a United 


States Senator, members of Con- 
gress, 17 State Senators and 154 
members of the House will be 
chosen. The vote in the Senate 
was 23 to 8. Ohly one Republican 
Senator wa8 absent. | 

The Republicans supporting the 
Governor were W. R. Walker of 
Carrollton, whose brother was ap- 
pointed by the Governor as a 
Republican member of the Kan- 
sas City board of election com- 
missioners; Charles L. Madison of 
Kansas City; J. E. Curry of Ava, 
one of the original supporters of 
the tax increase measure, and 
William H. Robinett of Mountain 
Grove. Eight Republicans op- 
posed the resolution.

ARCTIC SNOWY OWLS 
ON THE WAY TO U.S.; 
VANGUARD ARRIVES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (AP)—The 
vanguard of a winged army of 
snowy owls already has reached 
the northern states on its flight 
from the Arctic tundra regions. 
Thousands of these birds, with 
five-foot wingspreads, probably 
will arrive in the United States 
before the first of the year. 

Four years elapse ordinarily 
between invasions. The last time, 
in the winter of. 1945-46, an ex- 
cited housewife reported to police 
that a “white ghost” was sitting 
atop her clothes pole. It proved 
to be a snowy owl, calmly survey- 
ing the yard for any movement 
that might betray a rat or mouse, 
its favorite food. 

The owls fly south, scientists 
say, not because of abnormal cold 
weather but because the lem- 
mings and other rodents on which 
they feed ordinarily in the Arctic 
are subject to periodic decimation 
by disease. 

Reports reaching the National 
Audubon Society in New York 
show that the birds have arrived 
already in New York, Indiana and 
Minnesota.

Senator J. D..Fels of 
St. Louis, who attempted by 
amendment to change the date in 
the resolution from April 4 to 
Aug. 1, the date of the primary, 
said that the difference of four 
months would cost the state $50,- 
000 a month, and that there was 
not a $200,000 emergency. 

The Democrats made little pre- 
tense that the Governor’s resolu- 
tion was other than one of politi- 
cal expediency. They advanced 
virtually no arguments to show a 
necessity for expediting the elec- 
tion. 

The Republicans, under the 
leadership of Senators R. Jasper 
Smith of Springfield and David 
E. Horn of St. Louis, raised 
numerous legal objections to the 
procedure, making a careful rec- 
ord of technical points which it 
is expected will be raised in liti- 
gation to prevent the holding of 
the election in April. 

Petitions Specified November. 

The petitions for the referen- 
dum, which were filed by the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, over 
the protest of Gov. Smith, speci- 
fied that the vote should be taken 
at the November election. Im- 
mediately after the filing a suit 
was instituted at the instance of 
the Governor and the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association to have the 
courts hold that the tax bill was 
not subject to referendum. 

Judge Sam Blair of Cole county 
circuit court upheld the right of 
referendum and the case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, 
where it is set for hearing Jan. 
12. Anticipating that Judge Blair 
would be upheld, the Governor 
had the special election resolution 
drawn, and began exerting pres- 
sure on the Legislature to pass it. 

It was passed in the House 10 
days ago, but the Senate ad- 
journed hurriedly the same day 
to avoid considering it. 

Although a technical session of 
the Senate was scheduled for yes- 
terday, it was not expected that 
any business would be transacted, 
or even that there would be any 
Senators in attendance. How- 
ever, the Governor sent personal 
telegrams to all Senators and 
called on the telephone, urging 
them: to attend and vote for the 
resolution. :

today after hearing Russia accuse 
the Western Powers of a “black 
plot” against peace. 

Russian Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Jakob A. Malik sounded the 
“war” note in the midst of the 
customary round of congratula- 
tory speeches at adjournment 
time. He termed the Assembly’s 
work “unsatisfactory.” 

The 59-nation Assembly had 
been in session since Sept. 30 and 
its final acts ‘were: 

1. Internationalization of Je- 
rusalem. 

2. Approval of an $8,000,000 
fund to pay the initial cost of 

‘trusteeship operation there. 

3. Adoption of a budget of 
$49,641,733 to finance U.N. ‘ac- 
tivities through 1950. 

4. Election of U.N. Assistant 
Secretary General Adrian Pelt 
as commissioner for Libya. 

Malik said the United States 
and Britain used the Assembly 
meeting to cover up what the 
Russians call plans for a new war. 
He said Russia stands for peace 
and will continue to stand for 
peace. 

Assembly President Carlos P. 
Romulo told the delegates he felt 
they could take ‘justifiable pride 
in their achievements. He ex- 
pressed the belief some progress 
is being made toward world peace 
despite the fact that “no startling 
results” are evident. 

“The Assembly has neither 
yielded to despair nor acknowl- 
edged failure,” Romulo said. 

U.N. Secretary-General Trygve 
iLe also contended the big powers 
have taken some positive steps 
toward settling their basic differ- 
ences. 

‘Reason for Hope.’ 

“We have moved forward,” Lie 
said, “to a point where the world 
has reason to hope for a step-by- 

resumption. of real negotia- 
tions between both sides. This, in 
itself, would be a substantial im- 
provement over the situation that 
has prevailed over the past three 
years.” 

United States Delegate John 
Sherman Cooper told the Assem- 
bly a remarkable degree of unity 
had ben achieved on such meas- 
ures as the “essentials of peace” 
resolution which was supported by 
53 out of the Assembly’s 59 mem- 
bers. The Russian bloc was against 


it. 

“This demonstration that 53 na- 
tions are united,” Cooper said, 
“Gives us hope and faith than 59 
nations may become united.” 

In voting decisively last night 
to ‘put Jerusalem under interna- 
tional control, the Assembly was 
faced with threats of force from 
Arab and Israeli occupying pow- 
ers. 


Both Israel and Hashemite Jor- 
dan, which now control separate 
sections of the city under a mili- 
tary armistice, have said the pop- 
ulation will fight rule by a U.N. 
trusteeship. 

Israel and Hashemite Jordan 
are in tentative agreement that 
they will keep the respective parts 
of Jerusalem occupied by their 
forces on armistice lines.

CHICAGO, Dec. 10—Frank J. 


Christenson, attorney and real es- 


tate promoter, was shot and killed 
in gangland style last night by 
two gunmen who accosted him as 
he stopped his automobile across 
the street from his suburban 
Cicero home. He was shot nine 
times and died on the lawn. of 
his sister-in-law’s home. 

Christenson was a former..as- 
sistant state’s attorney, but re- 
signed from that job nine years 
ago to become town assessor of 
Cicero and to engage in private 
law practice and an extensive real 
estate business. Police believe the 
killing grew out of his real estate 
dealings, and had no connection 
with gambling or Christenson’s 
service as a prosecutor. 

Runs From Killers. 

Neighbors said they heard one 
of the two gunmen order Chris- 
tenson to “get in this car” as he 
stopped his own machine across 
the street from his home, 4905 
West Fourteenth street. 

Christenson made an unintelli- 
gible reply, which was followed by 
nine rapid shots. He had jumped 
out of his automobile and dashed 
toward the home of his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Joseph Mack. He was 
struck in the head, back and arms 
by nine .45 and .38-caliber slugs, 
and fell dead near the véstibute 
of the Mack home. The killers 
fled. 

Mrs. Madeline Christenson, the 
attorney’s wife, heard the shots 
and ran to the street. She said 
she had been waiting for her hus- 
band to return from his office, 
where he had been in conference 
with a business associate. Mrs. 
Christenson, a former airline hos- 
tess, said she could throw no light 
on the killing.

Returns from yesterday’s gen- 
eral election showed the combined 
opposition Liberal and Country 
parties had captured a clear ma- 
jority of the 123 seats in the 
House of Representatives and thus 
will have the right to form a new 
government. 

The Liberal-Country coalition 
has promised that it will halt the 
Labor (Socialist) Government’s 
nationalization program, protect 
free enterprise, abolish state con- 
trols and outlaw the Communist 
party. 

Majority of 4 Claimed. 
_ The jubilant combined opposi- 
tion Liberal and Country parties 
claimed to have won a majority 
of four to 11 seats in the House. 

Deputy Liberal Leader E. J. 
Harrison said ina “victory” state- 
ment that the election had re- 
prieved Australia from “the iron 
hand of state and bureaucracy.” 

Late returns showed the Lib- 
eral-Country coalition leading for 
between 62 and 67 seats, Labor 
ee for 51 and the rest doubt-

In New Zealand Pattern. 

Labor’s defeat in Australia 
came only 10 days after New 
Zealand ousted its Socialist Gov- 
ernment in favor of a return to 
free enterprise. In Britain, Win- 
ston Churchill’s conservatives 
hoped to duplicate the feat by 
overturning the Britain’s Labor 
Government in a general election 
early next year. 

(Ralph Morton, in an Associated 
Press story in the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday, said British Conserva- 
tives were chuckling behind their 
newspapers and predicting the 
Empire’s three Socialist govern- 
ments would go out in the order 
in which they came in—New 
Zealand, Australia and Britain.) 

(In London, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Herbert Morrison, the Labor 
party’s chief political strategist in 
Britain, refused to comment to- 
night on labor’s defeat in Aus- 
tralia. 

(Some Conservative politicians 
have expressed belief the results 
in Australia would influence the 
results of the 1950 general elec- 
tions in Britain. 

(Labor’s view has been that 
there is no real basis of compar- 
ison between the British and Aus- 
tralian situations.) 

Early votes indicated that Chif- 
ley himself and important mem- 
bers of his Cabinet would win 
seats in the new Parliament. 

Labor’s Foreign Minister Dr. 
Herbert Evatt took a good lead 
in the early counting in his elec- 
torate of Barton, in the Sydney 
area. 

Nearly 5,000,000 Australians 
cast their ballots. Voting in this 
country is compulsory, with those 
failing to vote subject to fine. 

The parliamentary election — 
the first since 1946—turns the 
Government over to the party 
winning the most seats in the 
House of Representatives. 

Parliamentary Setup. 

After the last election the Labor 
Government held 43 of the 74 
seats in the House and 33 of the 
36 seats in the Senate. This time 
the House membership has been 
expanded -to 123 seats and the 
Senate to 60. 

In the elections, Australians 
also voted for 42 Senators who, 
with the 18 Senators whose terms 
have not yet expired, make an 
upper chamber of 60 seats. 

Because of the proportional 
representation method of voting, 
Labor is virtually certain of win- 
ning 18 seats. It already has 15 
members in the Senate. This 
means that Labor will have at 


4 least 33 members — a majority. 


The Senate strength, however, has 
no bearing on the choice of the 
Government. The Cabinet must 
have a majority in the House to 
maintain power. 

Before the election Liberal 
and Country party leaders con- 
ceded Labor would likely con- 
tinue to control the Senate.

The wartime head of the atom 
bomb project told a closing ses- 
sion of the National Association 
of Manufacturers that the public 
has not awakened to the danger 
posed by Russia’s possession of 
the atomic bomb. | 

“Never before in history,” Gen. 
Groves said, “have we been 


threatened with complete annihi- 
lation.” But, he said, the Amer- 
ican people “are not convinced in 
their hearts there is anything to 
worry about.” 

The retired general said that 
the nation’s security is “not as 
— as I would like to have 

Need for Decentralization. 

He said that the mere threat 
that an atomic bomb might be 
used against this country means 
that a decision will have to be 
made on the question of decen- 
tralizing industrial plants. 

This cannot be accomplished as 
painlessly as “irresponsible plan- 
ners” suggest, he said. He added 
that it would mean total disrup- 
tion of the industrial economy 
and a lowered standard of living 
for the American people. 

The alternatives, he sad, were 
either to keep industry intact and 
incur the risk of multiple de- 
struction, or to partly decentral- 
ize it by better placement of new 
plants. He advocated the latter 
course. . 

Groves said the only safe way 
to regard the recent reported 
atomic explosion in Russia is to 
assume the Russians have an 
atomic bomb as good as the first 
one tae United States exploded 
in New Mexico. 

Groves made only slight ref- 
erence to congressional investiga- 
tions of reports that atomic in- 
formation leaked to Russia dur- 
ing the war. He called for a thor- 
ough sifting of evidence relating 
to such reports. 

Groves was the last of the aft- 
ernoon speakers at the closing 
business session of the N.A.M.’s 
fifty-fourth annual Congress of 
American Industry. 

Plea to Labor, Management. — 

In another late session, manage- 
ment and labor were called on to 
accent the human side of their 
relationship.: The lack of personal 
touch and mutual confidence was 
described by manufacturers as the 
greatest stumbling block on the 
road to industrial peace.

The Republican move came as 
a surprise to the Democrats and 
figuratively took them off their 
feet. They milled around the 
Senate chamber and one after 
another raised points of order in 
their efforts to check the Repub- 
licans, but Lt. Gov. Blair over- 
ruled all the points raised. 

Causes Consternation. 


After the Senate had finished | 
adopting Gov. Smith’s resolution | 
for a special election to vote on, 
gasoline tax increase bill refer- 
endum, Senator C. R. Hawkins of 
Brumley, Republican, obtained 
recognition without an advance 
hint as to his purpose. 

He created Democratic con- 
sternation by a motion to sus- 
pend ‘the rules and place the 
Negro educational bill before the 
Senate for passage. The-Demo- 
crats had believed they had the 
bill buried for the session. 

Hawkins’s action in the Senate 
followed an excoriation of Gov. 
Smith and the Democratic Sen- 
te by Representative Howard El- 
iott of St. Louis county in the 
House. Elliott said the bill had 
been held in the Senate Commit- 
tee on Education for many months 
after its passage by the House, 
and that Gov. Smith had ignored 
the Democratic party platform 
and the leadership of President 
Truman for equal rights for Ne- 
groes by failing to include it in 
his call for the Senators to vote 
for the special gasoline tax in- 
crease referendum election. 

Charges Political Expediency. 


“The Governor and the Senate 
are fooling around with a lot of 
trivia, the illegal special election | 
resolution,” Elliott said, “for the 
sake of political expediency, and 
are guilty of a crass act of indif- 
ference to the rights of a large 
element of the population.” 

The first move in the Senate 
was by Senator Milton F. Napier 
of St. Louis, who early in the aft- 
ernoon introduced a resolution 
declaring it to be the policy of 
the state that there should be no 
discrimination in the, admission of 
students to the state university 
and the state colleges.

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 10—Air 
Force Capt. Joseph Phillips of

Hopper was 
shot five times. 

Capt. Phillips, 35, and his wife, 
Hazel, were married in St. Louis 
in 1940. They separated early 
this year, after Capt. Phillips was 
assigned to Biggs Field here. 
Capt. Phillips refused to divorce 
his wife, who was reported to 
have kept company with Hopper 
several months, 

Phillips was graduated from 
Parks Air College, at East St. 
Louis, in 1938 and served in the 
Air Force in the Pacific in World 
War II.

If, on the other hand, 
there are no restrictions, municipal employes are 
sure to be put under pressure by politically- 
minded superiors. It has been suggested that 
a leave of absence be required, instead of 
resignation. 

The purpose of civil service is not to turn 
municipal employes into second-class citizens or 
to prevent individuals with valuable experience 
in public administration from seeking elective 
office. The purpose is to prevent such abuses 
as the collection of campaign funds from em- 
ployes. A decent compromise seems in order. 
The police aspect of this job may have to be left 
to a corrupt practices provision. 

The best guide for the Freeholders, no doubt, 
will be the recollection that democracy is most 
healthy when participation in government is 
most wide.

South Bradford Stays Left ~ 


Great Britain’s most recent special election to 
fill a vacant seat in the House of Commons fol- 
lowed the pattern of virtually all the other by- 
elections which have been held since 1945. With 
both Conservative and Labor party leaders wag- 
ing a vigorous campaign in South Bradford, an 
industrial constituency, the Labor party retained 
its seat and its record of not losing a constitu- 
ency to the Conservatives since the last general 
election in 1945. 

There was some comfort for Conservatives 
who have hopes of ousting the Labor Govern- 
ment in next year’s general elections, but not 
much. The Labor candidate’s margin of victory 
was cut in half, as compared with 1945, but it 
still was a comfortable 4000 votes. On a basis 
of results of all the by-elections thus far, Labor 
party prophets who predict a Socialist victory in 
1950, with a smaller Labor majority and the loss 
of some seats, seem to be right. 

The South Bradford results emphasize the 
predicament of the middle-of-the-road Liberal 
party. Party leadership was sharply split over 
the wisdom of entering a candidate in what was 
known to be a hopelessly lost cause for the Lib- 
erals. Local leaders of the party nominated a 
candidate, defying the wishes of national head- 
quarters, and the result was an ignominious 
trouncing. The Liberal candidate polled only 
about 3000 votes, as opposed to about 7000 won 
by the party in South Bradford in 1945. 


Presumably many Liberal votes went to the 
Conservative candidate. Many Liberals have 
decided that the party has no future and have 
thrown in the sponge, hoping that their votes 
will provide the margin needed for an anti- 
Socialist victory next year. South Bradford in- 
dicates that the Labor party may be stronger 
than conservatives the world over think.

But.in praising what he chose to call “virile 
creativeness and the rugged virtues of the 


pioneer,” and in bewailing “governmental pab- | 


ulum and soft security,” he made the all-too- 
common mistake of confusing democracy. and 
economie rugged individualism. 


The age of the economic royalist, of the rob- 
ber baron who could do what he wanted and the 
public be damned, is gone, and good riddance. 
Nobody can be permitted any longer to act with- 
out regard for the other people on this planet. 

But if the disappearance of that abuse means 
that democracy also must. go—and this Missouri 
newspaper still has to be shown on that point— 
then there’s no reason to continue the battle 
we're currently waging with the Kremlin. 


The root of the matter is to find a way to en- 
courage and fortify democracy. That can’t be 
done by decrying governmental assistance in 
various forms. That is necessary if a large per- 
centage of our population is to avoid starva- 
tion in a world which, whether rightly or wrong- 
ly, has become so complex that practically.no- 
body can live any more solely by the fruits of 
his own labors. Need and want and economic 
insecurity, as the last four years of Europe’s 
history show, are eastern, not western, allies. 


The way to strengthen democracy is to make | 


sure that as many individuals as possible are in 
a position to contribute to the governing of their 
own destinies. The more people there are who 
don’t have to devote all their energies to simple 
survival, the more people there are who can add 
their voices to the nation’s councils, and the 
stronger will be democracy.

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Dividends From German Science 


German scientists did a major service for 
the United States, and particularly for the Mis- 
souri Valley, when they made sure that Ger- 
many would have enough gasoline to operate 
its Panzers and bombers. 

The German Fischer-Tropsch process for the 
conversion of coal to gasoline has been import- 
ed experimentally to Louisiana, Mo. First re- 
sults indicate that a solution may have been. 
found to America’s fuel problem, and the Mis- 
souri valley may be getting an enormous new 
industry, Joseph Doherty, assistant chief of the 
synthetic fuels section of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, has reported. 

With -United States petroleum reserves ap- 
proaching the danger point, there’s enough low- 
grade coal in southeastern Montana alone to 
make 53 billion barrels of gasoline, more than 
twice the amount of crude oil known to exist in 
this country. 

If cost of making the synthetic gaseline can 
be held to a reasonable limit, this may be enough 
to keep the country rolling and to forestall 
the necessity of depending on imported oil un- 
til arrival of the time in the still very misty 
and distant fufure when a way will have been 
found to make atomic energy available in small 
packages. 

Of perhaps equal importance, the Fischer- 
Tropsch process apparently can be used to make 
edible fats, as well as gasoline, from coal. If 
development of the industry in the Missouri 
valley is pushed as it should be, low-grade Mis- 
souri valley coal soon may be solving the world’s 
fat shortage and feeding the world.

Ticket for Rent Extortion 


The advocacy of the de-control of rents 
in St. Louis on the ground that there are 
enough vacancies so that rent control is no 
longer necessary cannot be borne out by 
the facts. If this were true, why are there 
columns of Wanted to Rent ads in every 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch? : 

I ama property owner. I am also a 
renter, and in 1948 I volunteered to pay 
a 15 per cent increase, and again, in 1949, 
I am paying a 22 per cent increased rent- 
al, I made no protest to either of these 
increases, as I was fair minded enough to 
realize that the owner was entitled to a 
fair return. 

But the real purpose of the Real Prop- 
erty Owners League is to de-control rents 
so that a legal method of “racketeering” in 
rentals can be indulged in. One of its 
members, who happens to be my landlord, 
openly boasts that the flats he now rents 
for $36 a month will be raised to $100 as 
soon as rents are de-controlled, and he will 
also charge a $200 bonus to anyone rent- 
ing any of the flats. 

The statement that there are 4000 va- 
cancies is laughable. There are some va- 
cancies, it is true, but they are being held 
vacant to sell to the unfortunate party 
who has to buy a place to live at an ex- 
orbitant selling price. I have traveled all

While the 
Decalogue recognized the rights of pri- 


vate property, it also restricted the man- 


ner of its acquisition. In doing so it said, 
“Thou shalt not covet anything that is 
thy neighbor’s.” About 500 B.C., when 
gambling first appeared among the peo- 


ple in Jerusalem, the rabbis promptly 


classed it as a form of robbery and pro- 


hibited its practice. 

Moses wrote a law against gambling. It 
has never been repealed, and never will 
be.

BRAIN SURGERY SAID 


TO RELIEVE EPILEPSY 


Doctor Tells of Method Used 
in Form of Disease Resist- 
ant to Drugs. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Discovery of the origin of the 
most disabling form of epilepsy— 
and a brain surgery technique to 
treat it—was: reported yesterday 
to the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

Dr. Arthur A. Morris of Wash- 
ington said that to his knowledge 
it is the first surgical technique 


for attacking a form of the dis- 
ease usually resistant to certain 
drugs that have proved highly ef- 
fective against other forms of the 
malady. 

Epilepsy in all its forms affects 
920,000 Americans. Dr. Morris 
said the new discevery might con- 
ceivably lead to better control of 
all types. | 

He reported that eight patients, 
who had not worked for years and 
were completely disabled prior to 


operation, had gained “complete 
social and economic rehabilita- 
tion” by having a tiny part of 
their brain removed. 

Asserting the patients all had 
the most disabling form of the 
disease and at least one of the 
two other main forms of the 
malady concurrently, Morris said 
that seven of them have been free 
of attacks of the most disabling 
form from anywhere from nine 
months to two and a half years. 
Previously they had had up to 
four or five attacks a week. 

Two of the patients have been 
completely free of all forms of 
attack ever since operation. 

The operation was designed 
primarily to attack the form of 
epilepsy known as “psychomotor 
epilepsy” during attacks of which, 
said. Morris, “the patient usually 
moves about automatically as 
though in a bad dream and may 
even do violence.” . The patient 
completely forgets his actions dur- 
ing such attacks. 

This form is distinguished from 

the type of attack known as 
“grand mal,” during which a pa- 
tient falls convulsed to the 
ground, but loses consciousness. 
Some victims have one or two a 
month. 
The third main form of attack 
is called “petit mal” during which 
the patient loses consciousness 
for two or three seconds but may 
keep his feet and go right on 
walking. A sufferer may have up 
to 50 such attacks a day.

American housewives are likely to 
wait a long time for any general 
return of coffee prices to Septem- 
ber levels. 

The reason for this was outlined 
for Congress yesterday by an 
American diplomatic official: Bra- 
zilian reserves have practically 
disappeared and unfavorable 
growing conditions have wrecked 
any chances for a bumper crop 
next year. , 

“I don’t think Brazil ever again 
will be as big a coffee producer 
as she was,” Robert B. Elwood, 
second secretary of the United 
States Embassy at Rio de Janeiro, 


told a Senate Agriculture subcom- | 
mittee investigating high coffee | 


prices. Elwood was ordered home 
to testify before the committee. 
Different Approach. 


He took a somewhat different 
approach to the coffee problem 
from that of Chairman Gillette 
(Dem.), Iowa. Gillette said: “It is 
just as apparent to this commit- 
tee as daylight that somewhere 
along the line in October and No- 
vember there were speculative in- 
terests that had such an effect on 
the coffee market as to practi- 
cally double the price of coffee to 
the American consumer.” — 

He added there has been “a 
rigging of the market and we are 
trying to find out where it is.” 

Elwood told the committee 
there has been an “unexpectedly 
heavy rate” of coffee exports 
from Brazil since July 1, 1949. 

“Continuation of this rate of 
exports,” he continued, ‘“‘would 
have resulted in the complete ex- 
haustion of coffee supplies in 
Brazil before the 1950 crop would 
begin to become available for ex- 
port in July of that year.” 


Effect of Drouth. 


Also, he said, a drouth in south | 


central Brazil ‘destroyed all hope 
of a bumper harvest in 1950.” 

Finally, Elwood testified, Bra- 
zilian Government-owned coffee 
supplies were liquidated last Aug- 
use, with a “strong psychological 
effect on the market.” 

In Rio de Janeiro, President 
Ruy Almeida of the Brazilian Cof- 
fee Exchange denied that specu- 
lation was involved in the coffee 
price rise, at least as far as 
Brazil is concerned. 

“The advance came about natur- 
ally from lower production and 
higher consumption at the same 
time,” Almedida said.

From a flower-adorned podium 
in the Stockholm Concert House, 
Dr. Hideki Yukawa, Japanese 
member of the Columbia Univer- 
sity faculty; Dr. William Francis 
Giauque, Canadian-born member 
of the University of California 
faculty, and Dr. Walter Rudolph 
Hess of Switzerland stepped down 
to receive their prizes — about 
$30,000 each—from Crown Prince 
Gustav Adolf. 

Dr. Antonio Egaz Moniz, 75 
years old, who shared the medi- 
cal prize with Dr. Hess, was un- 
able to come to Stockholm for 
the ceremonies because of poor 
health. Lord Boyd Orr, a Scots- 
man, was given the Nobel Peace 
Prize in Oslo earlier today. A 
former director of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization, he is now heading the 
world movement for World Fed- 
eral Government. 


Dr. Yukawa was awarded the 
physics prize for his postulation 
of the meson, the matter which 
holds electrons and protons to- 
gether in the atom. Dr. Giauque 
won the chemistry prize for his 
studies of the actions of atoms at 
temperatures of extreme cold, 
near absolute zero. The medical 
prize went to Drs. Hess and Egas 
Moniz for their development of 
the pre-frontal lobotomy, a brain 
operation intended to help some 
of those who are mentally ill. No 
prize in literature was awarded 
this year. 

The prizes are awarded annu- 
ally from a trust established by 
the will of Alfred Nobel, Swedish 
inventor of dynamite.

MRS. FD.R. RETRACTS: 


ATTACK ON DR. MAIER 


Asserts Statement Concerning 


- Lutheran Hour Speaker 
Was Erroneous. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, in her 
current newspaper column, “My 
Day” retracts a statement she 
made in her column two months 
ago in which she asserted that 
the Rev. Walter A. Maier of St. 
Louis, speaker on the Lutheran 
Hour radio was “a 
fanatic fundamentalist who short- 
ly before V-E day was still in- 
sisting that the Germans were a 
bulwark against Communism.” 

In her retraction today Mrs. 
Roosevelt states: 

“I have been asked to correct 
an impression created by a col- 
umn I wrote back on Sept. 9. 
Some of the material furnished 
me lead me to believe that Dr. 
Walter A. Maier was closely con- 
nected with Lawrence Reilly, 
Gerald Winrod and others and 
that he supported the Nazis as 
the bulwark against Communism 
until near the close of World 
War II. 

“It appears that thisewas en- 
tirely erroneous information, or 
rather that I misread the infor- 
mation. 

“Some of Dr. Maier’s articles 
were accepted and carried in Mr. 
Reilly's publication, but that did 
not in any way constitute a con- 
nection between the two men or 
a similarity in their attitudes and 
beliefs. One of his friends who 
feels strongly that I have done 
him an injustice has asked me to 
state that I made this mistake, 
and I am more than glad to do 


so. 
“I was primarily trying to find 
out whether an organization called 
the Lutheran Research Society, in 
which Mr. Reilly seems to be a 
moving figtre, was really backed 
by the United Lutheran Church 
in America. I found it had no 


connection with that church and 


the name was being used purely 
to give a religious flavor to Mr. 
Reilly’s strange writings and ac- 


“This part of what I said re- 
mains entirely valid. Dr. Maier 
is a radio preacher on the Lu- 
theran Hour. Any ‘misunderstand- 
ing of his position might hurt 
his spiritual leadership.” 

The Rev. Dr. Maier, who lives 
at Concordia Seminary, wrote 
Mrs. Roosevelt upon the appear- 
ance of her original statement 
about him, requesting her to pub- 
licly withdraw it and disavowing 
any connection with the Lutheran 
Research Society.

teams—the Buffalo Bills merged 
with the Cleveland Browns (the 
Browns will play some games in 
Buffalo); the Los Angeles Dons 
were merged into the Los Angeles 
Rams of the N.F.L.; the New York 
Yankees were merged into the 
New York Bulldogs of the N.F.L.; 
and Chicago Hornets simply 
passed out of existence. 

On the other hand, all the 
N.F.L. teams stayed in business. 

That Old Familiar Look. 

Besides the Bulldogs and Rams, 
the other N.F.L. teams are the 
Chicago Bears, Chicago Cardi- 
nals, Detroit Lions, Green Bay 
Packers, New York Giants, Phila- 
delphia Eagles, Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers, and Washington Redskins. 

Bell, the chubby major-domo 
who will also be commissioner of 
the new conference, said that ac- 
tually the peace was sponsored 
by baseball men, of all people. 

It was Horace Stoneman, presi- 
dént of the baseball New York 
Giants, who got Bell to meet in 
New York last Friday with Fried- 
lund and George Weiss of the 
baseball Yankees.

PARIS, Dec. 10 (AP) — Euro- 
peans still are suspicious of 
United States motives in flooding 
their countries with Marshall 
plan dollars, a public opinion 
poll disclosed today. 

The cost of the poll was paid 
by the Economic Co-operation 
Commission, a spokesman said, 
out of counterpart funds — the 
_ equivalent in national currencies 
of dollar aid sent by the United 
States. This is set aside by each 
country sharing in Marshall plan 
benefits. Part of the counter- 
part fund is available to the ECA 
for administrative expenses. 

The poll was the’ Marshall 
plan’s first look at itself in the 
mirror of European public opin- 
ion, and officials were startled at 
what they saw. Replies came 
from a cross-section of the people 
of France, Austria, Denmark, 
Holland and Norway. 

“These people are absorbed by 
the thought that there are strings 
to this too-beautiful thing,” said 
a Marshall plan official. 

The poll, conducted by Dr. 
Eric Stern’s “Foreign Opinion 
and Market Research” organiza- 
tion of New Fork for the ECA, 
showed that in France only four 
persons in every hundred cred- 
ited the Marshall plan as being 
a factor in French recovery from 
the war and German occupation. 

Only 38 per cent of the French- 
men questioned thought the Mar- 
shall plan was good for the 
country. 

Top ECA officials have been 
critical of the failure of the 18 
Marshal plan countries to tell 
their people just what Marshall 
aid dollars are doing. Agreements 
between the United States and 
these countries provide that they 
— “adequate publicity” to the 


The poll showed Norway to be 
one of the best informed about 
the plan. In that country 94 per 
cent of the people knew about 
Marshall aid and 74 per cent cor- 
rectly answered questions about 
its technical operation. 

Thomas D. Hodges, chief of the 
ECA’s information research and 
analysis section, said the poll dis- 
closed that Europeans who oppose 
Marshall aid “know more about 
the plan than those who favor it.” 
This, he said, was a result of 
Communist propaganda against 
Marshall aid among the working 
class. 

Another American official esti- 
mated the Communists were 
spending at least $30,000,000 in 
France alone to discredit the plan. 


INTERNATIONAL 
JERUSALEM RULE 
IS VOTED BY U.N.

Jewish Jerusalem would give no 
help to a U.N. commissioner. In 
committee debate, Israel had said 
the 100,000 Jews in Jerusalem 
were ready to form an under- 
ground fighting group. Many are 
sharpened for guerrilla conflict 
from fighting the old British man- 
date forces and from military 
warfare in which they defeated 
six Arab states in the war set 
off by the original U.N. Assembly 
Palestine partition decision of 
Nov. 29, 1947. 

Thirteen Latin American coun- 
tries and the five Arab VU. N. 
members stuck together to beat 
down attempts by opponents of 
U.N. rule to delay a decision un- 
til next year by calling for fur- 
ther study of the Jerusalem prob- 
lem. The final vote for interna- 
tionalism was 38 to 14, with seven 
countries abstaining. 

The United States and Britain, 
supporting Israel throughout, 
were beaten on every project. 
Hashemite Jordan had a voice in 
committee debate but no vote in 
the decision since its applica- 
tion for U.N. membership has 
been vetoed by Russia. 

The Soviet Union and its Slav 
bloc voted down the line for in- 
ternational control. Yugoslavia 
voted against. 

Commonwealth Split. 

The British Commonwealth 
split over the question, with Can- 
ada and South Africa opposing, 
and Australia, India and Pakistan 
in favor of internationalization. 
New Zealand, with a recent gov- 
ernmental overturn, abstained 
from voting but said it supported 
international rule. 

Charles Malik, of Lebanon, led 
the fight to keep the subject 
alive. He demanded and got the 
final decision that Jerusalem be 
placed under a U.N. commis- 
sioner. 

Britain, Norway, Sweden and 
The Netherlands all asked the As- 
sembly where it could get troops 
needed to control the area against 
the wishes of its population. 

But the Assembly left no doubt 
of its temper. It approved El 
Salvador’s incorporated proposal 
that Jerusalem and an area in- 
cluding Bethlehem be taken from

After 
several introductory prepared 
speeches, the Mayor called for 
comments from the audience. 

Clifford W. Gaylord, president 
of the Gaylord Container Corp., 
was first to respond. 

“You have inspired me,” Gay- 
lord told the mayor, “and I be- 
lieve this is a challenge to us all 
to go along with the plan.” 

“We Can’t Stand Still.” 

Describing the need to rehabil- 
itate much of the city, Gaylord 
added, “We can’t stand still.” He 
cautioned the community to get 
full value for its investment and 
said it would be a mistake not 
to take advantage of the federal 
aid made available by the 1949 
Housing Act. 

Leo J. Wieck, secretary-assist- 
ant treasurer of May Department 
Stores Co. (Famous-Barr), de- 
clared that “downtown retailers 
want action.” 

“We'd be heartily in favor of 
thoroughly investigating this pro- 
gram and doing whatever is nec- 
essary to bring it to a successful 
conclusion,” he said, making spe- 
cific reference to the $50,000,000 
housing plan. “We have a great 
opportunity for slum clearance 
and we should take advantage of 
ge 

Powell B. McHaney, vice presi- 
dent-general counsel of General 
American Life Insurance Co., in- 
dorsed the movement. 

Building Commissioner Harry 
V. Rhodes of the. Board of Edu- 
cation said he had been asked by 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey to state that this 
board would do its part in the 
movement. He told of prepara- 
tions being made to build new 
schools “when you tell us where 
you want them.” 

C. of C.’s Stand Outlined. 
George C. Smith, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said 
there was no question about the | 
chamber’s position on housing. 
“‘We have long recognized it as 
the No. 1 problem of St. Louis,” 
he went on. “I’ve been instructed 
to get onto it as soon as certain 
remaining matters in establish- 
ment of the Crime Commission 
are attended to. You can count 
on our organization for any phase 
of research work, and for back- 
ing.” 

Former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann said: “This meeting is an 
inspiration because of the level 
and type of business representa- 
tives and civic leaders here.” 
Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, former mayor, declared: “If 
this crowd wants to save St. Louis, 
it had better follow this program. 
St. Louis is backward in a way,‘ 
because we have let it go the way 
it has.

We’re dependent on downtown, 
just as the city is dependent on 
us for our tax checks.” 

In an opening address, Mayor 
Darst told the gathering its pres- 
ence indicated a desire to “join 
in a movement of heroic propor- 
tions designed to rejuvenate the 
older sections of our city.” (Those 
present were aware of the in- 
tended plan.) 

“I want to emphasize,” the 
Mayor continued, “that the pro- 
gram was purposely designed to 
rest on local initiative and pri- 
vate enterprise.

Both sides have denounced

While many points were raised 
by Smith and Horn, their sub- 
stance was that the Legislature 
had no power to take any action 
in reference to the tax bill after 
the referendum petitions were 
filed, that under the Constitution 
the Legislature could order a 


‘special election only by the pas- 


sage of a bill and not by resolu- 
tion, and that the resolution was 
passed in the House with only 65 
aye votes whereas, it was con- 
tended, 78 were required. 

Gov. James T. Blair Jr., (Demo- 
crat), a brother of Judge Blair, 
overruled all except one of the 
objections raised, and refused to 
rule on that, holding that it called 
for an interpretation of the Con- 
stitution and was properly a mat- 
ter to be decided by the Senate 
and the courts. The Senate 
promptly overruled the objection 
by the votes of the 19 Democratic 
senators. Walker, Curry and 
Robinett did not vote. 

If the special election should 
be stopped by the courts, or if the 
tax increase is rejected by the 
voters -at the election, the Gov- 
ernor plans to call the Legislature 
into special session to pass a new 
increase measure. 

What Law Provides. 

The law under consideration, 
the operation of which has been 
suspended by the referendum 
petitions, was written at the in- 
stance of the Governor and the 
Missouri Farmer§’ Association. It 
proposes to incréase the state gas- 
oline tax from 2 cents a gallon to 
4 cents. One cent of the increase 
is to be solely for the construction 
of local county roads, while the 
other one cent. goes to the State 
Highway Department for use on 
the state road system. | 

When the bill was before the 
Legislature it was opposed vigor- 
ously on the ground that it would 
waste state road funds by per- 
mitting their expenditure by the 
political county courts of the state. 

It is estimated that the tax in- 
crease would cost the automobile 
owners of the state $18,000,000 a 
year, or an average of about $20 
a car, according to the extent a 
car was used. 

Jan. 9 Session Set. 

When the Senate recessed last 
night, it scheduled another sup- 
posed technical session for Jan. 
9, but that is likely to be an- 
other full-fledged session because 
of the pressure being brought to 
bear by Missouri automobile 
dealers for the passage of an 
automobile use tax, requiring the 
paying of the state sales tax on 
automobiles purchased by Mis- 
souri residents outside the state.

ROME, Ga., Dec. 10 (AP) 
Sheriff John W. Lynch recounted 
yesterday before a United States 
district court jury how Ku Klux 
Klansmen took two Negro pris- 
oners from him. 

He said he reached for his pis- 
tol, but was too slow on the draw. 

Even as he was reaching for the 
pistol, he said, one of the white 
robed men poked a hard object in 
his back. The sheriff said he be- 
lieved the hard object to be a 


deadly weapon. 


And, Lynch continued, when he | ; 


told the nightriders: “We got 
these fellows arrested and we 
can’t turn them over to you,” one 
of them replied. “Damn you and 
the law.” 

Last Defendant on Stand. 

The Dade county sheriff was 

the last of 10 defendants to take 
the stand in the civil rights trial 
here. Lynch, three of his deputies 
and six private citizens are 
charged with conspiring to have 
seven Negroes arrested falsely 
and surrendered to Klansmen for 
beating. 
Lynch swore he did not see the 
seven Negroes the night of April 
2, but only the two he held in the 
road for public drunkenness. He 
asserted he never had conspired 
with anyone to have the Negroes 
arrested and beaten. 

He said his presence before the 
home of Mrs. Mamie Clay, Negro, 
at Hooker Hill the night of the 
floggings was a coincidence. 

The prosecution charges the 
seven Negroes were seized at the 
Clay home that night.

Only business houses now have 
meters. They pay 15 cents @ hun- 
dred cubic feet.

Auto Washer Protests. 


“‘We’re criminals in the eyes of 
the public,” protested Abraham 
M. Bell, president of the Produc- 
tion Auto Laundries Owners As- 
sociation, adding: 

“No state of emergency has 
been proclaimed. I don’t see why 
our industry should be discrim- 
inated against. The CIO Auto- 
mobile Workers Union has told us 
that without a state of emergency 
we are obliged to pay the men 
their salaries even if we keep our 
doors closed.” 

He said the shops would stay 
open and wash any car that comes 
in. Carney replied that an owner 
will be fined $5 for the first 
offense and have his water shut 
off if it is repeated. The city has 
the legal power to enforce such 
bars in a water shortage. 

The city’s water supply con- 
tinued to drop at the rate of 
three-tenths of 1 per cent a day, 
reaching 34.4 per cent of capacity 
yesterday.

The city’s upstate reservoirs 
normally hold about 256 billion 
gallons. The supply was down to

more than a billion gallons daily.

Christmas Package Tips 
Now that the Christmas wra

~ was a decided stretch. 


North persisted to three no- 
trump, in the face of South’s 
three-club sign-off, because he 
felt that if he ran into a double, 
he ought to be pretty safe at four 
clubs. How wrong he was. Inci- 
dentally, the fact that East, who 
had only a singleton club, doubled 
four clubs as well as three no- 
trump, threw South off in the 
play—but the question is whether 
it should have done so. Good Blay- 
ers do not double with trumps 
under the declarer; they are more 
apt to double when very short, to 
protect their partner’s probable 
length in the suit. 


On West's spade opening, East 
collected three tricks in the suit 
and then played the spade nine to 
let West ‘kill’ South’s good ten. 

West had discarded a diamond 
(a qffestionable choice) on the 
third spade; now he put in the 
club seven to force dummy’s 
queen. 

South then took a club finesse 
to the jack—and the hand “ex- 
ploded in his face.” Before he 
was through, he lost three spade 
tricks, one diamond and two clubs, 
thus paying an 800-point penalty. 

Now observe what South could 
have saved. After over-ruffing 
West’s club seven with the queen, 
he could have cashed the heart 
ace. and, by ruffing three hearts 
via diamond*entries to dummy, 
could have made every one of his 
own trumps (because West would 
eventually be end-played), dum- 
my’s club queen, dumimy’s ace of 
hearts and two top diamonds, for 
a total of nine tricks. In short, 
South could have.gone down 200 
instead of 800. '
